OF NOTOERIOUS THIEVES AND

A BAND
: ROBBERS BORKEN UP.

«For a Long Time the Terror’ of all Eastorn
Peunsylvasis—Robbing Farmers and
Entering Houses with Masks and
Pistols—rublic Meetings Held
for Self-Defence,

iteading Dispatch to New York Sun.

Thirteen men, ranging in from 19 to
71, have been quietly umstmy twos and
threes within a few weeks, and placed in
the Berks and . Lebanon jails, on the
charge of being concerned in plundering
stores, railway stations, freight depots,
aad farmbouses. The full details of the
organization of the band are here given
for the first time because all con
have been captured. Jacob P. Icefily was
the first man arrested. Ie made a con-
fession to Magistrate Schultz. The entire
gang lived in the forest country near the
Blue Mountains. They met in Ghost
Hollow, where each took an oath on the
Bible to be loyal one to the other and al-
ways be ready to protect and defend and
divide all plander. At the conclusion of
the oath daggers were drawn and every
man threatened with death should he
reveal their secret. Edward Schaum,
Alfred Lehman, Fred Brill, Benj. Keller-
man, Sam  MeDonough, Geo. Good, W.
Moyer, Quack Schaefier, Wm Moyer,
Jacob Houck, and seversl others were
taken into custody. They are rough-look-
ing backwoodsmen of the poorest class.
Some procured bail. They all claim that
the man who confessed against them
swore (aisely. Their thieving operations
extended iuto four or five counties, and
the baid was 2 terror in Eastern Pennsyl-
vania. They had night signals and coun-
tersizns, and carried on the boldest opera-
‘tions, driving off cattie and plundering
indizcriminately, Liding their booty in the
mountaius. and then rauning it off' to the
city.

These robbers have been long known as
the Welsh mountain gang, from the fact
that their home and stronghold was in
those low ranges of hills and wilderness
koown as the Welsh miountains and Bar-
ren Lills, about fifty miles from Philadel-
phia, twenty miles from Launecaster, - and
eighteen miles from Downingtown. This
section comprises the borders of three
counties, Chester, Lavcaster and Derks,
Loth rauwes beginin Chester county, north
and sonth of Honeybrook, and come to-
gether ia the form of a V in Lancaster
county, =ome miles beyond the line. The
nearcr th=y approach the end the wilder
becomnes ihe prospoer, until a point is
reached famons throuzhout all that part
of the eountry gs the rendezvouz of the
sang which for years has boldly defied the
law of Lancaster, Berks and Chestercoun-
ties. ‘I'tis ’s known as *The Sassafras,”
an extensive thicket of sassafras trees, so
dense that a horse would find it impos-
sible to force its way throngh, and many
parts of it would prove impenetrable even
to man. [u many places the land is un-
even and broken by deep gorges. Down
the mountain side are many caves, almost
sercened from sight by the the thick un-
derbrash. Looking down from the edge of
the hills apon the country below is like a
transition from a wilderness to a paradise.

section orgatized themselves into what is
known as the Harmony Detective Associ- |
ation, while the tarmers and citizens ofthe !
Chester  county  section  banded to- |
getlier as the Ioueybrook Detective Asso- |
eiarion. A liberal supply of arms was dis
tributed in both of these communities amd
the members of the respective associations |
agreed to sheot any man on sight canght |
stealing from (heir premises, i
The thicvex carried off not only horses |
and cattle, but wheat, corn, pigs and poul- |
try. Then houses were broken into on
Sunday nizhts, when the occupants were
at ehuich, and wearing apparel and bed-
clothing were carried off|, to the extent, in
some instances, of depriving families of |
everything in this line that they possessed,

Some months ago three masked men en-
tered the house of Isaaec Seldomridge, a |
well-to-do Dunker farmer, living three miles |
from lloneybrook, Chester county, ocen- |
pied by Seldomridge and his aged sister,
drew pistols, bound the woman fast, and
holding a pistol at the head of the brother |
compelled him to deliverer up all the
money in the house. This was only 820,
which they took away, with the silver-
ware anl other valuables, swearing that
thiey would call azain, and that next time
he had better have more money about him., |
These outrages were so often repeated that
the citizens thronchont the whole section
of eountry which had been invaded by the
robbers beeame thoroughly aroused, and
meetings were hekl daily to organize
measures Lo break up the gang. This has
at length resnlted in the arrests just made.
Whether the whals of the gang has been
captured or nat, counlidence is felt that the
arres's will put a stop to any fuither depre-
dations for some time at least,
